BABY GLADIOLUS 


Considerable confusion exists among gardeners as to the difference 
between Baby Glads and Miniature Glads. The Miniatures are small- 
flowered varieties that are handled exactly like the larger glads, but have 
a wider range of flower forms. 

Baby Gladiolus are fall-planted, and have an open, more graceful 
manner of growth. They excel as cut flowers, both commercially and in 
the home. They are not too hardy, however, standing down to about 16 
degrees above zero before the blooms are damaged. In colder parts of 
the country, they should be planted as late as possible, to prevent top 
growth which might freeze down. They may be planted even into Febru- 
ary, and still make satisfactory bloom. In milder sections, October plant- 
ing is recommended. Shipping season from September to February.

HARDY CYCLAMEN 


True miniatures, with handsome 
foliage, and perfect little cyclamen 
blooms in pink and white, 4 to 6 
inches high, which usually last a 
month or more. When the petals 
drop the seed head curls down to 
the ground, where, if conditions 
suit them, numerous tiny seedlings 
will spring up the following year. 
The mother bulb does not divide, 
but simply grows larger each year, 
and if happy, will last for a great 
many years. By planting several 
varieties, they may be had in bloom 
for most of the spring and sum- 
mer months. Plant the bulbs round 
: , side down, crowns level with the 
CYCLAMEN NEAPOLITANUM ALBUM soil, in leafmold in partial shade. 
Mulch with a half inch of peat moss, and keep moist at all times. In regions — 
of severe cold, a mulch of boughs will help to bring them thru the winter. 

May be shipped any time of year, except during freezing weather.

MINIATURE DAFFODILS 


The little daffodils have too many good points to list them all in our 
limited space. Suffice to say that their earliness and ease of culture, their 
cheerful sunny faces, and their diversity of uses, make them invaluable. 
They are the perfect rockery bulbs, since moles seldom bother them. The 
larger varieties make bright spots of color around shrubbery and in the 
foreground of borders. And all varieties are lovely in window boxes and in 
pots, for those who must do their gardening indoors. Except where other- 
wise noted, culture is simple: good soil, good drainage, and a sunny 
location.

Cyclamineus—The golden yellow cyclamen flowered daffodil, distinctive 
and different. Trumpet is straight and jube-like, nicely serrated; perianth 
is reflexed like a cyclamen. A native of Spain and Portugal, where it grows 
near mountain streams and flooded meadows, it likes a dampish sandy 
peat soil, and should be left undistributed for years. Flowers from mid-

GLADIOLUS BYZANTINUS 


One of the so-called Hardy Glads, from Europe, Byzantinus can stand 
temperatures down to 30 below. It may be left in the ground from year 
to year, forming large colonies, in a sunny well-drained location. Flowers 
are plum-purple, with white markings, on 2/2 foot stems. This is an inter- 
esting flower, which blooms ahead of other glads, takes very little care, 
and may be grown by those in temperatures too severe for other fall- 
planted glads. Plant in September and October. 3 for 30c, 10 for 85c
